Moors  Contributed 

Many  of  the  Spanish  dances 
are  belived  to  have  been  inspir- 
ed by  the  Moors  who  came  up 
from  Africa  to  settle  Spain  in 
711  A.  D.  The  culture  of  these 
I ancient  people  has  been  a source 
| of  much  of  the  rich  folklore  of 
I the  Spanish  people. 

Southern  Spain,  usually  con- 
sidered the  most  beautiful  part, 
is  a land  where  the  people  are 
happy  and  gay.  This  attitude  of 
gaiety  is  reflected  in  the  dances 
which  originate  in  that  area. 


However,  the  ^northern  part 
of  the  country  is  high  and  dry 
and  the  people  are  more  sober 
and  quiet.  A reflection  of  their 
seriousness  is  reflected  in  the 
northern  dances. 

First  Festival  Held 
Sponsored  by  students  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University  interest- 
ed in  Latin  American  dancing, 
the  festival  will  be  the  first  of 
its  kind  held  at  the  University.

year  is  7:42.9  by  Georgetown 
University. 

BYU‘s  team  could  conceivably 
run  the  relay  in  7:38.1. 

In  the  medley  relay,  Fin- 
linson, O.  Anderson,  and  Ty- 
ler will  be  running  their  res- 
pective events,  while  P.  An- 
derson will  run  1320  yards. 

In  the  Drake  Relays  last  year 
the  medley  was  won  with  a time 
of  10:1*4.3. 

Adding  up  Finlinson,  O.  An- 
derson and  Tyler’s  best  times  to 
date  and  allowing  P.  Anderson 
a time  of  3:06  for  1320  yards, 
the  Cats  could  take  this  one 
with  a time  of  10:05.0.
